I n the United States, why do about 
‘ 700,000 teens become pre^ant 
opd 3 ralUfon.tccns contract a sex- 
ually-transmitted infection each 
year? Why do 50 percent of all 
new HIV cases occur among young peo- 
ple under the oge of 25? Why, despite re- , 
cent declines, is the U.S. teen birth rate ' 
three times that of Germany, nearly six 
times that of France, and over seven 
times that of the Netherlands? 

Advocates for Youdi led a fact-finding 
team of experts and graduate students to 
Gcnnany, France and the Netherlands to 
examine the different approoches-to teen 
sexual health, hoping to find o solution to 
teen pregnancy, abortion and HIV infec- 
tion. 7 - • 

Could it be a mass media campaign 
like those in Europe thot boaSt a singlct 
conastcni mcss^c-'sofcsex or no sex? 
How about public health systems tliat 
make contraception available confiden- 
tially, at little or no cost? Or moybe it's 
oil about communication — the open, hon- 
est and early conversations obout scniaJ- 
-ity that families, educators ond hc^th- 
carc providers hove with teens. 

We discovered that success does n ot- 
rcst on a single program or strategy.
